An informal public hearing is scheduled 
for June 2 on one of the most controversial 
public improvements in Arlington Heights’ 
history—the improvement of Oakton st. 
This east-west street in the northern 
portion of the village has engendered 
heated debate and angry accusations 
for nearly a year. 
Hardly anyone, taxpayer or trustee, de­ 
nies that Oakton—an interrupted, pock­ 
marked street—needs improving. 
But to 
what extent is another question. 
Some feel the street should be widened 
to a 40 foot major thoroughfare and extend­ 
ed from Wilke to Rand rd. 
Others want to leave the street as it is, 
merely resurfacing it where needed. 
The Herald feels the village’s inter­ 
est, which should be the primary consid­ 
eration in any improvement, lies some­ 
where between these extremes. 
There is no question but that the street 
needs widening and extension, both to better 
the flow of traffic in the northern portion of 
the village and to make the area more ac­ 
cessible to public vehicles, such as police 
and fire, in the interests of health and 
safety. 
It would appear, however, that the coun­ 
ty’s plans to make Palatine rd. to the north 
an expressway would lessen the necessity 
of making Oakton a 40 foot thoroughfare as 
recommended by the village’s master plan. 
We are further advised that the village 
anticipates the county widening Euclid st. 


to the south at a future date. 
On the other hand, we do not feel 
the widening and extension of Oakton 
would merely benefit the “racetrack 
crowd” as charged by some residents. 
Police Chief Calderwood has given as­ 
surance that racetrack traffic can be re­ 
routed off of Oakton. 
We further feel that a widened Oakton 
would not turn the street into a drag racing 
strip or represent a traffic hazard to area 
youngsters. Edward Klamm of the Arling­ 
ton Heights Safety Council has recommend­ 
ed that the street be widened to either 36 
or 40 feet. 
Next week’s informal hearing will be on 
a proposal to improve Oakton from Yale 
east to State rd. Improvements to the east 
of State rd. will likely be considered at a 
later date. 
Residents of the Oakton st. area 
have been hard at work studying the 
need for improvements to the street. 
We hope that their study will be reveal­ 
ed June 2 to have been based on reason 
and facts and what’s best for their com­ 
munity rather than on emotion. 
We further hope that village officials, 
both Board of Local Improvement mem­ 
bers and village trustees, who will ultimate­ 
ly act upon the BOU recommendation, will 
remind themselves that their obligation is 
to the whole community rather than to a 
homeowner’s group or a particular neigh­ 
borhood.

FOR THE FIRST time in 25 years the state track cham­ 
pionship leaves the Chicago area. Indoor track training and 
stiffer competition have given the Chicago suburbs a virtual 
monopoly on cinder honors. This year the suburban strength 
was so spread out that no one team could match the strength 
of Moline and Alton. It took only 21 points to win the title. 
Bloom had won the championship the past four years with a 
much higher total every time.

Illinois records look so poor in track compared with the 
west coast states is that the state meet records are the 
only ones counted and we are notorious for having bad 
weather conditions for our state meet.

These 
events produced new records of 13’ *4” and 58’ 5‘4 ” re­ 
spectively. The state meet ought to be held a week later 
for better weather but so many down state schools close 
this coming week that the meet would interfere with grad­ 
uations.

The Way We See It 


Human Relations Is 
Suburban Challenge 


A question was raised last week at 
the annual luncheon of the Illinois Com­ 
mission on 
Human 
Relations 
that 
should concern all communities faced 
with human relations problems, and 
particularly our northwest suburbs. 
The question: 
Should a human relations council or 
social planning group work to bring rep­ 
resentatives of minority groups into its 
community when their arrival appears 
inevitable, or should such a group mere­ 
ly observe trends and be prepared to 
offer advice if trouble arises in the com­ 
munity? 
In our northwest suburbs the minor­ 
ity group would be Negroes, and the in­ 
evitableness of their arrival in our com­ 
munities has been repeatedly pointed 
out by sociologists, planners, and gov­ 
ernment officials, who note the eco­ 
nomic ascendency of Chicago’s Negroes, 
and their desire to escape city slums 
and find middle income housing, the 
reasons that caused many of us to move 
to the suburbs. 
Two schools of thought are prompt­ 
ed by the question: Why create a prob­ 
lem when none exists? To which the 
second school replies: We’re attempting 
to anticipate and control, rather than 
create a problem. 
Those who would actively work to 
open up their presently all-white com­ 
munities to Negro families argue that 
such a move would immunize the com­ 
munities against the bitterness, depreci­ 
ation of property values, and violence 
that has often accompanied integration 
when it has been forced upon a com­ 
munity by an expanding ghetto or iso­ 


lated Negro family searching for a bet­ 
ter way of life. 
They reason that to protect the way 
of life offered by their communities, de­ 
cent places in which to live, shop, and 
raise children, various elements of the 
community—elected officials, realtors, 
businessmen, civic leaders, representa­ 
tives of homeowner groups — should 
sit down and work out a plan to inte­ 
grate the communities. 
Advocates of such action note that 
integration does not mean transplant­ 
ing truck loads of newly-arrived, un­ 
skilled Negroes from Chicago’s “black 
belt” into the northwest suburbs. They 
argue that an open residency policy 
would attract Negroes of comparable 
economic and educational backgrounds 
with the rest of the community. 
Aside from benefitting the local 
community, the point is made that such 
action would help halt the decay of our 
central city—Chicago—where so many 
of us work and whose proximity and 
prosperity make our suburbs a desir­ 
able place in which to live. 
This is an unorthodox approach to 
a serious problem; it may not be the 
wisest answer. But no one else has 
offered an alternative proposal other 
than to adopt a wait-and-see attitude 
and "hope for the best.” Can we afford, 
however, to risk an ugly and irrevo­ 
cable community crisis when the inevi­ 
table question faces us a month, a year, 
or ten years from now? 
The suburban human relations ques­ 
tion is grave enough to command study 
and discussion by village official and 
civic leader alike. 


Nonconformist Mayor Is 
Refreshing Phenomenon 


Reading about Paul Egan and meet­ 
ing the man results in receiving two 
different impressions: he doesn’t ap­ 
pear to be tottering on the brink of a 
psychotic breakdown as one might as­ 
sume from the many reports that have 
been printed about him. 
He doesn’t even seem to be prompt­ 
ed by neurotic compulsions, although 
we didn’t seek a psychological evalua­ 
tion on Aurora’s controversial mayor. 
Egan does appear rather eccentric or 
at least erratic, and sometimes gets a 
little confused in his contradictory likes 
and dislikes. 
He reminds one of the honest fight­ 
er who refuses to take a dive; he may 
be getting a little punchy, but he can 
still scrap, with some amount of logic 
as well as vitriol. 
And what’s really wrong with being 
eccentric? 
In America’s formative 
years, the eccentrics sometimes emer­ 
ged as genuine creative forces. 
We’re not implying that Paul is a 


mental marvel. But in this age of man­ 
ufactured executives an d the look­ 
alike, be-alike, think-alike pressures of 
conformity, Egan becomes a refreshing 
phenomenon. 
This standardizing trend, which 
Author Arthur Koestler calls the "Pre- 
Fab Age,” is also decried by Psycholo­ 
gist Erich Fromm as an automated 
march to tyranny in which man’s free­ 
doms are being subtly nicked away by 
the psychic pressures to conform. 
Needed are more men to speak their 
mind rather than bow to collective 
wills. 
Paul Egan often speaks his mind 
with irrational intensity. 
At a press 
conference held here recently, however, 
he demonstrated that he is not entirely 
divorced from some of the real needs of 
our day. 
And Egan, at least, is not 
easily catalogued, indexed and filed 
away under a convenient label as are 
an increasing number of his contempo­ 
raries. 


Shopping Center in North 
I )u Page County Inevitable 


DuPage county board last week ap­ 
proved most of the zoning variations 
sought for a new regional shopping 
center proposed for route 53 and Lake 
st. Approval was made despite opposi­ 
tion of Itasca and Addison officials as 
well as businessmen in north DuPage 
county. 
Whether or not this development 
will benefit established merchants in 
the area will depend upon the mer­ 
chants themselves. 
The era of the shopping center is 
here to stay, and north DuPage county 
— with its vast potential for future 
growth and the current lack of any 
regional shopping center facilities—is 
regarded as ripe territory fo r such 
development 
Actually, such a center could bene­ 
fit local business—if merchants unite 
In a cooperative effort to redevelop 
aging business districts. 
Modernization of old stores, expan­ 


sion of parking facilities, development 
of up-to-date merchandising techniques, 
greater variety in selection of mer­ 
chandise, vigorous community promo­ 
tion programs—these are t h e tools 
which enable local merchants to effec­ 
tively compete with shopping centers. 
The advent of the shopping center 
is inevitable. 
Hometown merchants 
should unite to improve their own com­ 
petitive positions rather than needless­ 
ly exhaust their resources on fighting 
the regional center. 
As an initial step, area merchants 
could pool their efforts in a cooperative 
program to streamline and modernize 
unattractive business districts. 
This 
admittedly would cost money. But as 
Howard T. Fisher, shopping center 
specialist, recently pointed out: “Per­ 
haps such a program sounds too expen­ 
sive, but perhaps failure to adopt such 
a program can be afforded even less.” 


'No Thanks, FU Drive My sell!’

The plight of the migratory farm worker is again 
in the public spotlight. 
The Libertyville Independent-Register last week 
revealed that Lake county’s infant health department 
has launched a vigorous campaign to correct “squalid, 
unhealthy, and even inhuman living conditions which 
apparently p r e v a i l in 
— -------------------------------- 
camps of migratory farm 
workers living temporar­ 
ily in Lake county.” 
The health department 
is tackling the problem 
for the first tim e this year 
fit w as only in 1959 that 
the departm ent cam e into 
existence). 
Actually, Lake county ex­ 
periences the problem in 
mild form. Other areas, in­ 
cluding northwest Cook and 
D uPage counties, have a 
m uch 
heavier 
influx 
of 
farm laborers each year. 
THE 
Independent-Regis­ 
ter quoted W ard Duel of 
the health departm ent in 
revealing 
details 
of 
the 
w orst m igrant cam p they 
have found thus far: 
“ H ie 
farm 
w here 
this 
cam p is located lies in Ela 
township. 
Health 
officials 
found 12 fam ilies living in 
a single, ram shackle build­ 
ing; 
they had stayed on 
over the w inter months and 
will work the fields this 
sum m er. Several weeks ago 
an 
epidem ic 
of 
diarrhea 
swept through the group. 
E arlier, during the winter, 
a 
pre-school 
child, 
i l l 
fed and clothed, 
died of 
pneumonia 
in 
the 
camp. 
Two or three weeks ago, 
health officials visited the 
cam p 
and 
found 
filthy, 
squalid 
living 
conditions, 
then asked that they be cor­

W hat did 
they discover? Soil near the 
‘house’ of the m igrants was 
saturated 
with 
filth 
and 
thoroughly p o l l u t e d . A 
m arsh w as located nearby; 
it was being used as a 
dum p for hum an waste, as

near 
the 
farm . 
Open 
privies 
lay 
abandoned, 
neglected, 
a 
source of stench and po­ 
tential disease. Windows in 
the sleeping quarters were 
broken, 
and 
the 
building 
offered poor lighting and 
ventilation.’’ 
The new spaper reported 
the best cam p that health 
officials have checked so 
far 
w as 
essentially 
no 
worse than low-cost hous­ 
ing in the large cities of 
Am erica. 
Conditions 
in 
Cook county were exposed 
in 1958 by Paddock Publica­ 
tions. 
Most 
of Lake 
county’s 
m igrants reside in Ela and 
Vernon townships, 
are a s 
directly north of Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove, and P ala­ 
tine in Cook county. 
Chicago’s 
north 
a n d 
northwest suburbs are not 
alone with

need for national action is 
critical;

On June 30, 1961, the law 
which authorizes the Mex­ 
ican Farm Labor program 
(Public Law 78) will expire 
unless it is extended. This 
law, originally passed as a 
tem porary expedient d u r ­ 
ing the w ar to supplem ent 
the shortage of farm work­ 
ers at that tim e, has been 
extended 
periodically and 
the num ber of w orkers im ­ 
ported from Mexico has in­ 
creased 
enormously.

has intensified the plight 
of our dom estic m igratory 
workers. 
(Both Sen. Paul H. Doug­ 
las and U. S. Rep. M ar­ 
guerite Stitt Church have 
repeatedly

position to the indefinite ex­ 
tension of this im portation 
program .) 
TWO BILLS coming up 
in Congress will be im por­ 
tant. 
H. R. 9875 is supported 
by users of Mexican farm 
labor and spokesm en for 
some 
farm 
organizations. 
It would extend Public Law 
78 and also am end it to 
prohibit the Secretary of 
Labor from issuing regula­ 
tions to protect the wages 
and conditions of employ­ 


m ent for U. S. farm work­ 
ers. If this bill Is passed, 
the already abysm al condi­ 
tions 
of 
m igrant 
farm 
w orkers can be expected 
to get worse rath er than 
improve. 
H. R. 11211 is supported 
by church, civic, labor and 
fam ily-farm 
organizations 
as well as the Opportunity 
Council, Inc., of Arlington 
Heights. 
This 
bill 
w7ould 
also extend Public Law 78 
but with several im portant 
am endm ents. It would re ­ 
duce the num ber of im ­ 
ported M exican farm work­ 
ers by 20 per cent each 
year until it would be te r­ 
m inated in 1966. It would 
also reduce the adverse ef­ 
fects of this program on 
U. S. farm w orkers by clar­ 
ifying the authority of the 
Secretary of Labor to regu­ 
late the im portation 
and 
wage scale of foreign work­ 
ers where necessary to pro­ 
tect dom estic farm labor­ 
ers. 
Anything 
suburbani t e s 
can do to mobilize opposi­ 
tion to H. R. 9875 and sup­ 
port for H. R. 11211 will be 
a 
significant 
contribution 
to help im prove the condi­ 
tions of farm w orkers in 
Lake, 
Cook, 
and DuPage 
counties as well as the rest 
of the nation.

But IF it is to 
be that we experience an­ 
other war, well will know 
that we have done all that 
is in our power to protect

Our type of basement shel­ 
ter may not be workable 
for you. but then, there will 
be other things that you 
may do, I am sure. 
If my letter makes me 
sound like a war monger or 
a Tokyo Rose, I am truly 
sorry, as I am neither.

Mayor Has 
‘Last Word’ 


The office of mayor of a 
city is a most powerful posi­ 
tion. The man who holds such 
an office wields a 
g r e a t 
amount of authority especi­ 
ally when his ability is 
no 
less credulous than his com­ 
panions in charge. And re­ 
gardless of his particular sit­ 
uation there are a multitude 
of situations where the pow­ 
ers of this good office 
a r e 
almost omnipotent in scope. 
Particularly is all this true 
as it involves the instructions 
and orders of directions 
or 
rules or regulations which a 
mayor sets forth for those 
in his employ if we 
are 
now willing to cease being 
naive. Possibly is this most 
evident as it involves 
t h e 
police department. The police 
department and the police 
chief can be no more effec­ 
tive in the execution of 
the 
logical duties of their office 
than a mayor will allow or 
command. 
BY CONTRAST, however, 
when a police force is gen­ 
erally 
ineffective 
then 
un­ 
questionably the responsibil­ 
ity goes directly to those of 
authority who h a v e b e e n 
negligent in their command. 
Most of us like our jobs. I fs 
a slick wray of getting to eat 
when we are hungry. So you 
can bet that no policeman 
or chief of police would dare 
betray the command 
n o r 
show disrespect for the wish 
and desire of his super i o r 
which in this case is the may­ 
or. Even this writer likes his 
job — so does the chief 
of 
police 
undoubtedly — and 
likely do all of the police­ 
men. They wall do just about 
anything that they are told 
to do in the line of the du­ 
ties of their office short 
of 
course of doing a malicious 
wrong knowingly. Sometimes 
even a martyr might weaken 
in face of such adversity. 
So in short you must know 
surely that the bidding 
is

H a r r y 
Porter, Jr.. m anager of the 
National Safety Cou n c i I ’s

out recently.

BLT SLOW drivers 
cause 
trouble, too, 
Porter pointed 
out.

their city cousins in plans to 
attend college, according to 
a 
recent 
report 
from 
the 
bureau of the census and the 
Agricultural Marketing serv­ 
ice. 
Among farm youth grad­ 
uating from high school this 
year, 
fewer than one-third 
plan to attend college. About 
41 per cent do not plan to 
attend and 27 per cent were 
undecided. In contrast slight­ 
ly more than 50 per cent of 
urban and 47 
per 
cent 
of 
rural nonfarm youth plan to 
attend college. 
In the light of these fig­ 
ures, University 
of 
Illinois 
rural sociologist C. L. Folse 
calls upon school officials and 
parents to encourage 
more 
farm young people to acquire 
college educations. 
In our 
highly 
complex, 
automated 
society, 
educational 
attain­ 
ment is becoming more es­ 


sential for success, he pointed 
out. 
The need for continued eff­ 
iciency in farming and de­ 
mands from related agricul­ 
tural industries w ill require 
the best leadership that can 
be produced, Folse said. Yet 
this same report shows that 
only 10.2 per cent of farm 
youth now enrolled in college 
are studying agriculture. The 
report shows that 15.8 p e r 
cent are in business, 23.3 per 
cent in education, 10.7 per 
cent in engineering and 14.4 
per cent in biological sciences. 
Numerous reports show that 
the demand for agricultural 
college graduates far exceeds 
the supply. 
Just as in any 
other business, the complex 
nature of farming requires 
high 
management abil i t y. 
Numerous industries serving 
farmers are also increasing 
rapidly and offer good oppor­ 
tunities for college-tra i n e d 
farm youth.
